1. (Withdrawn-Original) A lubricious coating comprising at least one ethylenically unsaturated 
resin and at least one thermoplastic hydrophilic aliphatic polyether polyurethane,

6. (Withdrawn-Original) The lubricious coating of claim 4 wherein said at least one 
ethylenically unsaturated resin possesses functional groups activatable by ultraviolet energy. 

7. (Withdrawn-Original) The lubricious coating of claim 1 wherein said at least one aliphatic 
polyether polyurethane is capable of absorbing about 100% to about 2000% of its own weight in 
water. 

8. (Withdrawn-Original) The lubricious coating of claim 1 wherein said at least one aliphatic 
polyether polyurethane is capable of absorbing about 200% to about 2000% of its own weight in 
water. 

44 9. (Withdrawn-Currently Amended) The lubricious coating of claim 1 wherein said at least 
one aliphatic polyether polyurethane is capable of absorbing about 500% to about 2000% of its 
own weight in water. 

44- 10. (Withdrawn-Currently Amended) The lubricious coating of claim 1 further comprising at 
least one second polyurethane.
